Mr.  GILES'  SPEECH 

IS  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES,  ON  THE  MOTION  TO 
SrtUKE  OUT  THE  FlltS  l SEC-

("  Continued. ) 

I will  now  proceed  to  some  other  aigu 
mrnts  of  the  gentleman.  He  obfrrvct! 
that  the  bank  law  had  been  in  exigence 
for  twenty  years,  during  which  time  there 
had  been  an  acquiescence  in  the  law.  I 
concur  in  that  opinion.  I do  confider 
that  all  the  iuftaners  prefettted  by  the 
gentleman  ; to  wit : authoring  the  bank 
to  lend  money  the  extenlion  of  its 
right  of  eftablifhing  branches  to  New-Or- 
leans  in  1804;  and  alfo  the  act  topunifh 
counterfeiting  bank  paper  in  1807,  ought 
to  be  confidered  as  acts  of  acquiescence 
by  the  government  in  the  conftitutionali- 
ty  of  that  law. 

I have  given  the  most  'efpectful  atten- 
tion to  the  arguments  used  by  the  oppo- 
sert  of  the  bill  to  account  for  this  acqui- 
efeenie,  and  to  obviate  the  reasoning 
drawn  from  it  by  its  friends  ; and  whilst 
1 give  tlie  gentlemen  in  opposition  great 
credit  for  th.  ingenuity  of  the  argument, 

I cannot  concur  in  the  reasoaing  upon 
which  it  is  founded.  I uttderfland  it  to 
be  bottomed  upon  the  idea,  that  the  hank 
law  was  in  the  nature  of  (contract  ; and 
that  under  its  unfluence,  private  rights 
became  veiled  in  individuals  ; and  that 
therefore,  the  government  was  bound  to 
carry  it  into  effect,  and  that  a refusal  to 
have  done  so,  or  the  repeal  of  the  act 
would  have  been  a violation  ot  good  faith, 
tec.  &r.  The  honourable  gentleman  from 
Terineffee  (Mr.  Anderson)  observed,  that 
the  republican  admintftration,  viewing 
this  law  in  the  nature  of  a contract  fiom 
a faded  regard  to  the  prefervation  ot 
good  faith,  pafTed  th-fe  several  acquies- 
cing laws.  Sec.  The  observation  ol 
the  gentleman,  so  far  as  it  refpected  the 
manifeftations  of  g-  t.d  faith  on  the  part 
of  the  republicans,  was  certainly  both 
juft  and  partition.  The  republicans, have 
certainty  fulfilled,  with  the  moft  serttpu. 
lou-  fidelity,  all  the  public  engagements 
of  their  predeceffora  as  well  as  their  own  ; 
yet  I do  not  believe  that  tliefr  lever. il  ac- 
quiescing laws  were  palf  d ui  der  the  pres- 
lure  of  any  obligation  for  the  preferva- 
tio.i  of  good  faith. 

I concur  with  the  honorable  gentleman 
from  Georgia  (Mr.  Crawfoid)  11  the  cop 
elusions  he  drew  against  this  argument 
of  the  imperious  obligation  doe  to  cm, 
tracts  ut  def  the  influence  of  this  law  ; 
but  not  precifelv  for  the  reafons  he  a— 
figned  forth,  til.  The  gen’Ic-manoblVrved, 
that  tt  was  effcntial  tn  the  formation  of 
contracts  that  there  limuld  be  parties, 
ard  a comid  ration.  That  under  the 
bank  law  there  was  nst  1‘ufiicietit  conlid- 
ention  for  the  formation  of  a contract. 
In  this  1 «ui  inclined  to  think  the  grntle 
mr.it  is  mistaken.  I presume  the  mistake 
has  arisen  front  on  inattention  to  the  fir 
cumftanres  under  which  the  law  was  pas 
sed — under  the  terms  of  the  law,  there 
were  facilities  given  to  the  United  States 
by  the  bank  of  very  cotifider.ib  r value. 
The  bonus  given  was  certainly  a (efficient 
confideraston  to  make  the  contract  bin- 
ding on  the  part  of  the  United  States, 
but  I have  leveral  objections  to  this  argu- 
ment urged  against  the  bill  ; in  the  fiilt 
place,  parties,  and  a cotilideration,  are 
not  only  eifentiai  to  the  formation  ot  a 
contract  but  parties  capadle  of  contract- 
ing. If  the  bank  law  be  unconfti'.utional. 
then  it  cannot,  as  I conceive,  give  a con- 
stitutional capacity  to  the  artificial  jsrr- 
fon  created  by  it  to  contract.  An  uiicon- 
ftitutional  corporation  has  no  more  a cott- 
ftitutional  or  legal  cat acity  to  contract 
than  a married  woman  or  even  an  idiot ; 
each  equally  laboring  tinder  legal  disabil- 
ities. The  argument,  therefore;  which  is 
used  to  (hew,  that  the  bar.k  law  is  uncon- 
(litutional,  and  at  the  fame  time  gave  a 
constitutional  capacity  to  an  artificial  per- 
son to  contract,  appears  to  me  to  be  in 
the  nature  of  a felodese,  it  destroys  it- 
felf.  Hence  I conclude,  that  il  the  law 
be  unconftitntioital  in  itfelf.  it  cannot 
confer  on  an  artificial  peribn  a legai  capa- 
city to  contract ; and  that  any  contract 
made  uudrr  its  influence,  would  be  voul 
For  the  want  of  that  legal  capacity.  In

The 
inquiry  I am  making  respects  the  right 
ol  one  fet  of  repitftntatives  of  the  peo- 
ple i hofen  for  certain  purport-,,  to  give 
mandatory  inftructions  to  another  fet  ot 
representatives  of  the  pe;  pie  1 hofen  for 
other  porpofes,  without  any  written  law 
to  that  effedV,  and  by  the  merefnreerf  im- 
plication. If  i*  ihould  be  contended  that 
the -riutors  of  the  U.  S ate,  are  the  re-, 
prelentativrs  of  the  leg-flatures  of  tbe  res- 
pedfive  Itates  and  not  the  reprefentative* 
ot  the  people  of  -.lie  United  States  in  thtir 
individual  characters,  contnry  to  the  eX- 
prefs  provifions  of  .the  conliitution,  then 
this  abfurd  conclufion  would  follow  , that? 
the  people  ot  the  Unireu  States  are  go- 
verned by  laws  not  palrt-d  by  their  repre- 
(entativr?,  but  by  the  reprel'entatives  of 
their  ll  ite  hgifhtuies  in  their  corporate 
characters.  Contrary  ro  the  fundamental 
pi inciple*  of  all  republican  governments, 
ar.d  diredlly  rppofite  to  the  universal  ex* 
pettations  of  the  whole  American  peo  • 
pie.

nate of  the  U.  States. 

In  the  3d  lection  of  tjie  ift  article  of 
the  conftitution  are  thefe  words  : -‘The 
Senate  of  the  United  State,  liiali  be  com- 
pofed  of  two  Senators  from  each  ftat5 
chofeil  by  the  legillature  thereof  for  fnj 
year.*,  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one- 
vote."  In  another  place,  are  thele  words  ; 
‘‘  And  if  vacancies  happened  by  refigna- 
tion  or  otherwtfe,  during  the  reeef*  ofthe 
legillature  of  any  ftate,  the  executive 
thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments 
until  the  next  routing  of  the  legiflatute, 
which  fhall  then  fill  Inch  vtcajicie*.’* 
There  claufes  of  the  conftitution  prrrt  n{ 
all  the  relations  between  the  icgifhtures 
and  executives  of  the  rel'peflive  ftate,  and 
the  Senators  of  the  United  Hates  ; and  ii» 
what  do  they  conltft  ? Certainly  in  no- 
-hing  but  111  chonling  the  Senators  ; when 
that  is  done,  all  the  tundfions  of  the  !e- 
g;flt  ure  and  executive  are  at  an  ci  d quo 
ad  that  parti,  ahr  jubj,  dl  I fee  no  in- 
fluence given  either  over  ihe  votes  or  the 
3&S  ihe*  Senator  during  the  fix  vear^ 
for  which  he  is  eledled.  During  that  pe- 
riod, the  Senator  is  enirufttd  with  the  ex- 
ecution of  ail  the  powers  a.  d authoriti.* 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  conftitution, 
at  ht*  own  discretion,  lubjedl  or.lv  to  hi* 
conftitutional  responfihiliiy  »t  the  expira- 
tion of  hi?  term  of  service.  But  it  mly  be 
suid,  that  the  right  to  inftruct  arises  from 
the  neceftary  connection  between  the  con- 
ftituent  and  the  repr(sentative.  To  thi* 
it  may  be  replied,  that  '.hit  upon  the  gene- 
ral principle  is  a conftruciive  or  an  implied 
right;  but  I doubt  its  application,  at 
least  in  its  full  force,  to  this  particular 
case.  I he  relations  in  this  care  between 
the  constituent  and  the  eepre?enfative  are 
expressly  prescribed  by  the  constitution  ; 
neither  cf  them  can  cl, uni  anv  original  or 
native  rights  ; and  no  conftrnction  nor 
implication  ought  to  be  interred  agamft 
i’5  provisions,  nor  inconsiftent  with  it* 
obvious  meaning.

The  Piciidetu’.*  ie- 
sponsibility  is  tested  at  the  expi.  ation  of 
every  four  years;  that  of  a Senator  a.  the 
expiration  of  every  six  years  and  I be- 
lieve that  the  change.*  of  the  tnd.vidual 
electors  in  the  several  Dates  are  not  grea- 
ter at  the  expiration  of  every  lour  years, 
than  are  the  changes  in  the  individuals 
composing  the  ftate  legislatures  at  ih<-  ex- 
piration of  every  six  years.  The  respon- 
sibility of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  t!  e'efore,  may  be  considered  a* 
great  or  greater,  to  his  electors,  than  the 
responsibility  of  the  Senators  of  the  Unit- 
ed Slate,  to  the  respective  Dale  legisla- 
tures.- tor  I contend  cl  e responsibility  ot 

he  Senator  is  not  to  the  ftate  legisla.uic 
in  it*  corporate  character,  but  to  tbe

(lection,  in  their  individual  capacitor, 
dr=cribe<!  only  bv  the  corporate  term.

These  ccnlidcrations  bring  me  to  exam- 
ine the  tendency  of  the  principle  contend- 
ed for  upon  the  character  at  d proceedings 
of  the  general  government  ; ar.J,  sir,  had 
it  not  been  for  the  opinions  I entertain  on 
this  qutftion,  I should  not  have  given  the 
other  the  ci ideal  examination  1 have  at- 
tempted ,-  but,  sir,  fuc h is  my  opinion  of 
the  injurious  effect*  of  the  practice  of 
giving  instructions  by  the  leg  flatures  of 
the  states  to  the  Senators  of  the  U.  Sates 
that  1 deem  it  my  iiulifpensabie  duty  to 
give  the  fubject  a full  and  candid  mvt  (li- 
gation ; although  in -doing  so,  1 know  1 
(hall  have  to  encounter  ft  rung  and  honora- 
ble and  perhaps  infuperable  piepoffi  ffions 
againfl  iny  opinions  ; particularly  in  the 
(fate  1 have  the  honor  to  represent.  I 
wish  it  to  be  understood,  however,  sir, 
that  in  the  discharge  of  my  dutieson  this 
floor,  1 thall always  obey  ihe  lionefl  dic- 
tates of  my  own  judgment  ; and  when- 
ever I see,  or  think  1 see,  danger  of  any 
kind  threatening  the  due  admiriltration 
of  this  government,  1 will  at  all  times  en- 
deavor : .expose  it  to  die  view  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  particularly  of  those  from  whom 
the  unintentional  danger  is  apprehended; 
regardless  of  any  consequences  to  myself 
upon  the  political  theatre.  Ihe  be fl 
mode  of  appreciating  the  tendency  of 
Mandatory  inllructions  upon  theprocced- 
ingsol  the  federal  government,  will  he  to 
bring  to  our  recollccMon  the  great  pointof 
difference  between  the  prefent  govern- 
pient  an.d  former  confederation. 

’'Under  the  former  confederation,  the 
states  toted  in  their  corporate  characters-, 
and  if  the  representatives  of  any  one  of 
them  were  equally  divided  in  oponion,  the 
flatc  gave  no  vote.  Under  the  present 
government  each  representative  votes  in 
his  individual  character,  and  upon  his  in- 
dividual responsibility.  The  words  of  the 
conftitutirn  are,  “ and  each  Sena'or  shall 
be. v:  cne  vote,"  Under  the  former  con- 
federal in,  the  r/^uisitions  of  Congress 
operaieo  upon  the  states  in  their  corporate 
characters.  Uidt-r  he  present  govern- 
ment, i lie  ■ loses  of  Congress  operate  upon 
the  people  oj  the  United  States  in  their  in- 
livtdual  characters. 

l!i-  former  Congress  did  not  pot- 
ass the  means  n -celfary  and  proper  for 
■-xrtuiii'g  its  own  will  upon  the  subjects 
confided  to  its  deliberations.  Thejpresetit 
Congress  possesses  power  to  cany  into 
ef  e.c  'vs  ojvn  w il  or  its  laws,  upon  all 
subjects  confided  to  its  management. 
Ti  es.-  are  amonglf  the  great  points  ot 
d fl'.-rence  in  the  character  and  powers  cf 
the  two  governments.  The  former  go- 
vernment fell  to  pieces  from  1 be  tecble- 
pij  of  i s organization  and  principally 
from  the  w„ntof  p,  trier  to  execute  its  own 
Will-  fu  m its  dope  cbm e upon  the  (l.ite 
legislature  for  the  execution  cf  its  ic. 
quisitions. 

Now,  sir.  if  the  (late  legislatures  possess 
the  right  to  give  mandatory  inftructions 
to  their  Senators  rtspecti >t  iy,  1 see  very 
little  difference  in  the  ch-iractri  of  the 
present  and  former  confederation  ; for 
ibere  can  be  very  little  difference  in  the 
practical  edectcf  tile  principle  cf  requisi- 
tions by  Congress  upon  the  (late  legisla- 
tures, which  may  be  rejected  at  their 
discretion,  and  the  principle  ot  the  (hte 
legislatures  making  requisitions  bv  tr.an- 
dato-y  inftructions  upon  one  rffciitial 
branch  of  Congress  ; which  muftise  obey- 
ed by  that  btar.cii  in  exclusion  of  ail  dis- 
cretion whatever.  The  feebleness  and 
Incongruity  ol  the  latter  p;  inciples  is,  in 
my  opinion,  at  Ic-aii  rqu.ft  to  the  liilf,  and 
if  admitted  and  ii.d  ged  in,  will  as  cer- 
tainly terminate  in  the  ruin  and  diffolu 
tion  of  the  government.  Another  inju 
rious  tendency  o*'  mandatory  inftructions, 
is,  to  add  to  the  locality  ot  feelings  and 
opinions  in  ■ be  d liberations  of  tins  honor- 
able body  ; ai  d ii  generally  practised  up 
on  would  render  all  deliberations,  unne- 
cessary. The  incongruity  of  mandatory 
inftructions  to  tire  operations  of  this  go- 
vernment will  appear  more  obvious,  by 
reflecting,  that  if  the  same  measure  w»re 
to  be  concurred  in  and  required  by  every 
fla-c  legislature  in. the  Union,  and  their 
Senator i pr  rem.pt  or  ily  instructed  torffect 
it  without  exercising  any  discretion  of 
their  own,  it  is  probable  that  such  would 
be  the  diffe.ence  in  the  mode  or  detail  of 
the  instructions  from  the  respective  ftate 
legislatures,  as  to  put  it  out  of  the  power 
ot  the  Seriate  to  effect  their  object,  the 
Senators  fiom  each  (late  being  bound  to 
pursue  the  mode  point,  d out  to  them  by 
the  legisl  t re  of  the  (late  they  respective- 
ly represent.  Indeed  such  is  niy  opinion 
of  the  tendency  ct  the  print ; pie  of  manda- 
tory inftructioiis,  that  I should  regret 
very  much  to  see  it  eftablished  and  ftre 
qt'ent'y  rrfort'd  tq.  'I'.i  c practice,  ill 
rpy  opinion,  would  eventuate  in  produc- 
ing feebleness  and  inefficiency  in  tire 
gener;  i governmeut  ; collision  among  the 
several  dates  ; ar.d  finally  disunion  and 
dissolution  of  the  gerer.il  government.

a pride  and  a pleasure  in  (landing  here  to 
repel  the  imputation;  Stc  to  do  justice  to 
the  real  motives  of  the  legislature,  i am 
at  a loss  to  determine,  wliat  arc  the  pare 
titular  circumfianccs,  which  could  have 
induced  the  gentleman  to  ascribe  the  mo- 
tive of  avance  to  the  Virginia  legislature 
oh  this  or  casion.  1 1 is  true,  that  a branch 
of  the  bank  of  the  United  plates  with  the 
trifling  capital  ot  300,000 ' dollars  is  efla- 
b'.ished  at  Norfolk  ; and  that  a branch  of 
the  bank  of  Virginia  is  also  eltablifhcd 
there.  But  these  circumfianccs  furnish  no 
possible  motive  of  avarice  to  the  Virginia 
legislature.  The  amount  of  capital  and 
its  effects,  are  quite  unimportant  to  the 
Hate.  Norfolk  itself,  although  equally 
respectable  and  important  with  any  other 
portion  of  the  (late  of  the  same  extent 
and  population,  is  not  sufficient  to  excite 
the  avarice  of  the  Virginia  legislature. 
The  legislature  of  Viigmia  consists  prin- 
cipally of  agriculturists  residing  in  the 
ftate  ; who  concern  themselves  very  litde 
with  banks  and  bank  operations.  They 
therefore  have  made  no  calculations  of 
pecuniary  interests  upon  this  occasion 
They  luve  acted  in  giving  instructions 
from  the  pureft  and  moll  honorable  mo- 
tives, from  a conviction  that  the  powers 
of  granting  charters  of  incorporation  was 
not  conferred  on  Congress  by  the  con- 
stitution, but  reserved  totheflates  respec 
tively.  That  this  conviction  alone  was 
the  inducement  to  their  inftructions  will 
appear  obvious  from  the  inftiuctiors 
themselves,  which  I beg  leave  to  read 

" The  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  vie  W 
with  tile  most  serious  coi.ce:  □ the  late  attempts 
which  have  been  made  to  obtain  from  Congress, 
a renewal  of  (hr  charter  incorporating  the  Bank 
of  the  United  Stales — 

This  Assembly  are  deeply  impressed  with 
the  conviction  that  the  Original  grant  of  that 
charter  was  unconstitutional,  that  Congress 
have  no  power  whatever  to  renew  it,  and  that 
die  exercise  of  such  power  would  be  not  onlj 
unconstitutional,  but  a dangerous  encroach- 
ment on  the  sovereignty  of  the  states. 

Therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Senators  of  this  state  in 
•he  Congress  of  the  United  States,  be  instructed 
and  our  Representatives  most  earnestly  reques- 
ted, in  the  execution  of  their  duties,  as  faithful

It  manil,  fit v appe  irs  from  these  instruc- 
tions that  a conviction  of  the  uncOnstiiu- 
tionality  of  the  original  bank  law  was  tiie 
sole  inducement  with  the  legislature-  for 
giving  them  ; ard  here, sir,  permit  me  to 
expiess  a hope,  that  the  arguments  I have 
urged  in  favor  of  this  opinion  will  *mply 
justify  the  legislature  in  the  honeft  con- 
viction under  which  it  lias  acted.  Permit 
me  also  to  remark,  sir,  that  whilft  I can- 
not admit  that  inllructions  in  anv  case 
poffess  a mandatory  influence  over  the 
Senator;  and  wtnllf  I think  the  practice 
of  giving  instructions  in  general,  and  upon 
general  points  of  policy,  is  at’ended  witn 
injurious  effects  upon  the  proceedings  of 
this  government,  See — yet  in  a case  of 
right*  reserved  to  the  ftares,  the  legisla- 
tures not  only  have  the  right,  but  it  is 
their  duty  to  express  their  opinion'  to,  or 
instruct,  their  senators  (for  I will  not 
cavil  about  terms)  to  resill  the  usurpations 
of  the  general  government.  It  is  the 
nnldell  wiy  in  which  their  agency  can  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  all  such  caves  ; and 
this  being  a case  in  piont,  the  inflruaing 
legislatures  (land  perfectly  jufttfiablc  in 
the  conduct  they  have  adopted  in  that 
respect.  I hope,  sir,  that  I have  rescued 
the  Legislature  of  Virginia  from  the  un- 
merited imputation  thrown  againft  ii, 
inadvertently  1 am  sure,  by  the  gentle- 
man from  Georgia  (Mr,  Crawford  ;)  and 
have  (hewn  that  it  has  been  influenced  bv 
the  pureft,  the  mod  laudable  and  the  moft 
honorable  motives,  £cc. 

I have,  sir,  thus  presented  to  the  Senate 
the  moft  impartial  and  comprehensive 
views,  which  n y bed  reflections  have  ena- 
bled wt  to  take  of  the  constitutional 
question  involved  in  the  present  discus- 
sion, and  of  aft  the  other  topics  wfc’u  ii 
Have  been  incidentally  connected  with  it. 
I will  now  proceed  toexaruine  the  subject 
in  another  point  of  view,

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The  official  igfpatclies  from  Portu- 
gal, coiroborajEour  former  reports, 
that  the  Frehchr^a’tc  entirely  evacua- 
ted Portugal  ; that  in  the  many  notions 
w’ni.ch  took  place  on  the  retreat  and 
pursuit,  particularly  at  Guards,1  the 
French -suffered  immense  loss  and  the 
best  part  of  their  baggage  Lc.  that 
lord  Wellington  was  pursuing  info 
Spain  ; but  the  impossibility  of  provi- 
sions keeping  pace  with  the  army  fa- 
vored Massena’s  safety,  otherwise  he 
must  have  been  entirely  lost : that  gen. 
Bereslord  was  besieging  Badajcs  with 
k'0,000  men,  which  was  expected  to  be 
either  abandoned  or  suffer  capitulation. 

The  Chinese  have  at  length  fount!  it 
to  be  their  interest  to  give  circulation 
10  the  immense  quantity  ui  specie 
which  they  have  been  accumulating  for 
ages.  This  change  of  their  policy  has 
been  sensibly  felt  in  India,  and  has  re- 
duced the  rate  of  interest  very  conside- 
rably. 

The  eortes  of  Spain  have  at  length 
consented  that  two  great  Spanish  ar- 
mies shall  be  raised  and  disciplined  by 
British  officers,  and  placed  under  the 
command  of  lord  Wellington. 

Several  private  letters  and  some  pub- 
lic dispatches  has  been  received  from 
lord  Wellington  and  the  officers -ol  Ids 
army,  and  it  appears  by  their  concur 
rent  testimony,  that  the  retreat  of  Mus- 
sena,  under  all  circumstances  of  it,  has 
been  conducted  with  the  niost  consunt 
mate  ability.  To  the  military  credit  o( 
Masscna,  he  has  made  this  flight  with 
the  least  possible  loss.  With  a supe- 
rior army  hanging  upon  his  rea:.  lie  has 
effectually  gained  a place  ot  safety  ar.d 
supply,  and  suffered  scarcely  any  thing 
except  in  conflicts  with  his  rear  guard. 

Marsh-1  Ney,  too,  notwithstanding 
the  assertion  of  private  letters,  seems 
to  have  deserved  equally  well  of  the 
French  army  and  emperor. 

A letter  we  have  seen,  mentions  the 
arrival  of  a person  from  one  of  the  isl- 
ands in  the  Scheldt,  which  he  left  rtn 
Saturday  morning.  He  has  brought 
the  report  that  the  Amsterdam  post 
had  been  stopped  in  consequence  of  a 
serious  insurrection  in  Dordt  and  Am- 
sterdam, where  the  people  had  risen  on 
the  soldiery  and  overpowered  them — 
Nothing  more  was  known  in  the  isl- 
and to  which  we  have  alluded  last  Sat- 
urday, beyond  the  interruption  of  the 
post,  and  the  cause  being  an  insurrec- 
tion. 

Since  writing  the  above,  we  have 
heard  that  all  communication  between 
I fell  and  and  Walcheren  had  been  cut 
off  for  three  days,  and  that  the  French 
troops  were  in  every  place  overpower- 
ed.

Mr.  Foster,  the  British  minister  to 
America,  is  expected  to  Portsmouth 
this  day,  and  will  immediately  take  his 
passage  in  the  Minerva,  capt.

The  chief  cause  of  the  late  distur- 
bances in  Holland  wa«,  as  was  stated, 
that  horrible  law  of  cruelty  and  blood, 
the  conscription  law.  A vessel  arrived 
yesterday,  which  sailed  from  the  Dutch 
coast  on  Monday  night  with  several  pas- 
sengers, who  got  op  board  by  stealth 
The  master  states  that  he  was  at  Am- 
sterdam on  the  preceding  Sunday  when 
the  commotion  took  place.  Some  con- 
scripts of  the  Jewish  persuasion  hav- 
ing revolted,  they  were,  after  a consider- 
able struggle  overpowered  by  the 
troops  that  escorted  them,  and  lour  of 
them  shot  by  way  of  example  to  the 
others.  This  act  of  severity  occasion- 
ed a numerous  nmii  to  assemble,  chiefly 
consisting  of  women,  who  pelted  the 
French  officers  and  soldiers  with  stones 
and  other  missiles.  One  officer  was 
severely  wounded  oil  the  head  in  the  af- 
fray. The  only  act  of  outrage  commit- 
ted besides,  was  the  cutting  adrift  some 
boats,  in  which  conscripts  were  put  for 
the  security  of  conveyance.  A strong 
French  force  continued  to  parade  the 
streets  froni  Saturday  until  our  infor- 
mant left  Amsterdam.  No  person  was 
suffered  to  appear  abroad  except  upon 
urgent  business,  or  with  the  permission 
of  the  French. 

An  extract  of  a letter  from  Cadiz,  da- 
ted the  1 Oth  inst.  states,  “ I am  con- 
cerned to  say,  the  Cortes  have  refused 
to  appoint  lord  Wellington  captain  gen- 
er.  l of  the  Astucias,  Gallicia,  and  F.s- 
tramadura.”
